District Attorney Younger 
Appoints Guinn To Lead 


A proper join legislative 
interim committee of the 
State Senate and A.ssembly 
shoiuld quickly review the 
ramifications of the costly 
procedural steps that coun¬ 
ty assessors will .have to 
take to implement Proposi¬ 
tion lA, the property tax re¬ 
lief measure that was ap¬ 
proved by California voters 
at the General Election, Los 
Angeles | County Supervisor 
Chairman' Frank G. Bo.nclli 
warned today. 

‘T believe that an expedi¬ 
tious study by the joint in¬ 
terim committee, in concert 
with the State Board of 
Eq.ualization, can develop a 
sati.sfactory remedial for¬ 
mula for processing this fis¬ 
cal year’s property tax re¬ 
bate and next year’s homo- 
owner’s assessment exemp¬ 
tion a.nd can work out an 
economical automated me¬ 
thod of processing applica¬ 
tions in future years,” Bon- 
elli stressed. 

He urged development of 
sjuch a plan prior to the 
start of next January’s ses¬ 
sion of the State Legislature 
with such a format that any 
required legislation coiuld 
be introduced early in the 
new ses.sion, and, which, 
urgency bill provisions, 
could be adopted by the 
Legislature, signed by the 
Governor and implemented 
well ahead of the March 1 
lien date called for by the 
approved State ballot mea¬ 
sure.

Sewer Service 

Supervisors recently auth- 
orizc'd the circulation of a 
petition by three Altadena 
residents asking the county 
to constnuct sewers in their 
neighborhood, annoiun c e d 
Supervisor Whrren M. Dorn. 

Sponsors of the project 
are William H. Chitty, Jr., 
Robert G. Lloyd, and ’Theo¬ 
dore D. Caswell of 1851, 1854 
and 1861 Braeburn Road, re¬ 
spectively. 

Installation of some 12,000 
feet of mainline sewers is 
proposed by these sponsors 
ill 11 streets and numerous 
easements in the area locat¬ 
ed genrally northeast of 
Holllston Avenue and Cala¬ 
veras St. 

'The cost of the proposed 
project would be borne by 
the owners of property in¬ 
cluded in a special district 
to be formed to finance the 
sewers.
